Christmas  feeling  stirred  in  the 
consciousness  of.  those  who  heard 
Handel’s  triumphant  “Messiah" 
sung  December  18  by  the  North¬ 
west  Missouri  Community  Chorus 
under  the  direction  o  fRalph  Hart¬ 
zell,  head  of  the  music  department 
at  the  College. 

In  spite  of  the  cold  weather  and 
snow,  a  surprisingly  large  audience 
gathered  in  the  college  auditorium 
to  hear  the  program. 

Many  weeks  of  preparation  and 
faithful  attendance  to  nmct1r.es  hy 
the  68  members  of  the  chorus  were 
apparent  in  the  group's  wvia  Inter¬ 
pretation  of  Handel’s  famous  ora¬ 
torio. 

Glorifying  the  libretto,  which  was 
written  with  consummate  skill,  the 
worshipful  Messiah  achieves  through 
the  versatile  use  of  tone  qualities 
an  ethereal  effect  of  great  emotional 
interest. 

The  successive  entry  of  voices  in 
counterpoint  heightens  the  dramatic 
possibilities  of  the  oratorio,  pro¬ 
viding  brilliant  contrasts  for  the 
featured  arias  and  recitatives. 
Devotional  Atmosphere 

Following  the  simplicity  of  the 
main  song-theme  appearing  in  the 
introduction  was  the  aria  “Every 
Valley  Shall  Ee  Exalted,”  sung  by 
Frederick  Sherman,  tenor,  of  the 
Kansas  City  conservatory  of  music. 
The  devotional  atmosphere  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  entire  work  was 
reflected  in  the  singing  of  “Why  Do 
the  Nations  So  Furiously  Rage  To¬ 
gether,”,  by  Turner  Tyson  of  Mary¬ 
ville. 

Other  soloists  were  F,  ances  Brunk- 
horst,  soprano,  of  the  staff  of  the 
Kansas  City  conservatory  of  music, 
and  Mary  Berner,  mezzo-soprano, 
of  the  University  of  Nebraska  at 
Lincoln. 

Lovely  Lyric  Quality 

A  lorely  lyric  quality  characterized 
Miss  Berner’s  rendition  of  “O  Thou 
That  Tellest  Good  Tidings,”  and 
“Then  Shall  the  Eyes  of  the  Blind 
Be  Opened.” 

Miss  Brunkhorst  displayed  a 
smooth  facility  for  florid  type  of 
singing  in  the  soprano  arias,  par¬ 
ticularly  those  passages  calling  for 
triplets  sung  upon  every  note  of  the 
descending  scale. 

The  performance  of  the  chorus 
showed  Mr.  Hartzell’s  skill  In  main¬ 
taining  unerringly  the  necessary 
balance  by  emphasizing  first  one 
group  of  voices  then  another. 

Retaining  the  spirit  of  simplicitv, 
the  solo  part  “I  Know  That  My 
Redeemer  Liveth,”  by  Miss  Brunk¬ 
horst,  carried  with  it  the  mood  of 
worshipful  triumph.  The  voice 
caught  up  the  theme  introduced  in 
the  accompaniment,  turned  it  back 
again  to  the  piano’s  muted  echo, 
with  the  vocal  finally  bringing  it 
to  completion. 

A  Majestic  Blending 

The  famous  “Hallelujah  Chorus" 
is  the  ultimate  In  Handel's  vigorous 
use  of  dynamics,  climaxes  and  cre¬ 
scendo  effects.  Last  night’s  perform¬ 
ance  brought  out  forcefully  the  re¬ 
sponses  between  chorus  and  accom¬ 
paniment,  with  majestic  blending  of 
the  two  in  the  words  “For  the  Lord 
Omnipotent  Reigneth."  Lofty,  ac¬ 
cumulative  waves  of  sound  impres¬ 
sively  built  up  the  climax. 

Dramatic  effect  was  increased 
through  vocal  emphasis  on  the 
words  “And  He  Shall  Reign  Forever 
and  Ever,”  in  which  voice  after 
voice  repeated  the  refrain. 

Pastoral  Symphony 

Assisting  the  chorus  was  the  col¬ 
lege  string  ensemble  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  Ruth  Nelson  of 
the  college  conservatory  of  music. 
The  smooth'  harmony  of  the  Over¬ 
ture  set  the  mood  for  the  oratorio, 
and  the  playing  of  the  contempla¬ 
tive  “Pastoral  Symphony"  at  the 
biid  of  the  first  part  of  the  program 
was  effective. 

Piano  accompaniment  for  the 
arias,  recitatives  and  choral  parts 
was  played  by  Miss  Judith  Thom  of 
.the  College  music  department.

The  education  of  teachers  for  the 
various  levels  of  learning  represent¬ 
ed  in  our  public  schools  has  many 
common 'elements  regardless  of  the 
age  level  at  which  the  teacher  will, 
eventually  work.

However 
the  nature  of  children  at  various 
age  levels  and  the  function  of  the 
various  grouping  of  grades  in  o,ur 
public  schools  require  particular  at¬ 
tention  In  curriculum  construction. 
When  the  child  first  enters  school 
he  passes  from  an  environment  in 
which  he  has  been  to  a  very  large

"Eighteen  years  ago  In  a  geog¬ 
raphy  class  nt  Maryville  STC,  one 
winter  day,  you  said,  'Some  of  you 
will  sbe  this  now,  some  will  com¬ 
prehend  it  years  from  now,  some  of 
you  will  never  see  through  it."  Thus 
wrote  Lieutenant  Leselie  L.  Smith 
to  Mr.  A.  J.  Oa ttf field  recently  In 
a  letter  from  the  Philippine  Islands. 

Lieut.  Smith  continues:  "You 
were  talking  to.  a  group  of  college 
freshmen  nnd  sophomores. ,  Since 
then  I  have  seen  the  Painted  Des¬ 
ert,  climbed  Pike’s  'Peak,  stood  on 
the  rim  of  the  Royal  Gorge  and 
Bryce’s  Canyon,  marveled  at  the 
Royal  Gorge,  and  viewed  with  awe 
the  giant  crater  in  Arizona  where 
a  rampaging  meteorite  buried  it¬ 
self  centuries  ago. 

"A  few  years  ago  I  drove  along 
the  edge  of  Salton  Sea.  On  my 
right,  high  on  the  rooks,  was  a  long 
brown  streak  that  I  had  heal'd  you 
describe,  and  I  knew  I  was  looking 
at  the  ancient  water  line  of  the  sea 
which  once  filled  Imperial  Valley- 
To  my  left  was  Salton  Sea  and  a 
few  miles  South  of  lt,  I  turned  left 
and  crossed  New  River,  Which  was 
formed  when  Salton  Sea  was  made 
in  1095,  Fi?r  (he  {iv9b  t(m?  I  f$ally 


understood  how  a  sea  could  exist 
below  sea  level. 

"All  the  absorbing  lectures  which 
I  have  heard  you  give  and  which  I 
mostly  understood  at  the  time,  but 
parts  of  which  I  could  not  under¬ 
stand,  have  ‘clicked’  in  my  mind  as 
I  have  observed  these  things  with 
Ihe  passing  years.  And  those  words 
of  yours,  ’Some  of  you  will  com¬ 
prehend  years  from  now,’  have  be¬ 
come  my  philosophy  of  learning. 
Values  learned  in  school  can  not 
be  measured  at  the  time  In  full, 
but  continue  to  expand  and  rQturn 
new  values  in  growth  as  time  goes 
on, 

"Your  method  of  teaching  and  in¬ 
spiring  one,  and  that  of  Mr.  Col¬ 
bert,  have  caused  me  to  remember 
vividly  both  of  you.” 

Writing  as  he  was  from  the  is¬ 
lands  of'  the  Pacific,  Lieutenant 
Smith  sails,  ‘“Life  Is  a  response  to 
physical  environment.'  How  often 
I  have  heard  you  say  that.  Here 
ln  the  Philippines,  I  see  what  you 
mean.  The  hot,  wet  summers;  'the 
hot,  fairly  dry  winters;  do  not  leave 
much  In  the  way  of  Initiative  ln 
one's  efforts.  ‘Keep  your  head  cool, 
your  feet  warm  in  the  tropics’— this 


advice  of  yours  I  have  found  good. 
It  Is  best  to  let  the  natives  do  toe 
work!" 

Of  his  trip  from  too  United 
States,  Lieutenant  Smith  writes, 
“Last  September  22,  I  sailed  from 
San  Francisco  and  followed  the 
great  circle  route  to  Manila.  It 
seemed  strange  to  be  sailing  north¬ 
west  out  of  San  Francisco  to  Man¬ 
ila.  Soon  we  were  going  west  and 
then  southwest.  I  dad  fun  explaining 
that  and  skipping  a  day  ns  we 
crossed  the  date  line  to  some  of 
confused  and  less  scientific  friends. 
As  we  continued'  southwest,  Polaris 
nightly  dropped  lower  in  the  sky, 
and  constellations  which  I  had  nev¬ 
er  seen  before  rose  in  bhe  southern 
sky." 

Lieutenant  Smith  closes  his  let¬ 
ter  by  complimenting  tho  teaching 
of  Mr.  Caulfield.  “If  one-tenth  of 
your  students  at  S.  T,  C.,  during  the 
many  years  you  have  been  there,” 
he  says,  "have  got  too  inspiration 
which  I  received  from  you— and  I 
am  sure  that  is  easily  true— your 
contribution  to  learning,  and  to  liv¬ 
ing,  has  been  a  rich  and  full  con- 
tributipn  indeed."

If  College  "students  and 
faculty  members  arid  all  other  citizens  of  thh'Whrld 
had  flie  will-power  to  back  'up’  wliat'  ’ioiaiii'Sri'^ieWo 
tells  them  should  be  done,  the  world' 'would  'be  ’  a 
much  safer,  liappiei> place  in  which  to  live. 

In  a  way,  therefore,  a  broken  resolution  .is  a 
step  away  from,  not  toward,  ilie  upfi'glit  peac^fii 
civilization  the  world  hopes  sonieday  ,  to  Attain.

Wisconsin  Students  Drink 
More  Milk  Than  Coffee 

MADISON,  WIS„— (ACP)— Uni¬ 
versity  of  Wisconsin-  students,  eat¬ 
ing  in  .dormitories  arid  campus  eat¬ 
ing  .places,  may  consume  “cokes” 
by  the  gallon  in  toetween-meal 
snacks,  but  when  it  comes  to  eat¬ 
ing  for  nutrition,  milk  is  the  favor¬ 
ite  over  every  other  beverage. 

A  study  of  campus  eating  places 
gives  evidence  for  this  statement. 
In  the  Memorial  Union,  the  cafe¬ 
teria  serves  nearly  2,000  meals  a 
day.  During  the  average  day,  1,140 
glasses  of  milk  are  sold,  as  com¬ 
pared  to  430  cups  of  coffee.  In 
round1  numbers  this  is  19  glasses  of 
milk  to  every  seven  cups  of  coffee, 
nearly  three  to  one.  Some  also  take 
both  milk  and  coffee,  or  more  -than 
one  glass  of  milk. 

Donald  L.  Halverson,  associate 
director  of  business  and:  finance, 
points  out  that .  this  ratio  holds 
true  for  the  girls’  dormitories, 
Chadbourne  and  Barnard,  where 
approximately  807  rneals  are  served 
In  the  'average  day.  These  students 
drink  626  glasses  of  rii'ilk,  and  225 
cups  of  'coffee,  a  19  to  seven  ratio 
again. ,

Library  of  5,000  Books 
Can  Be  Put  in  Brief  Case 

DENVER,  COLO.— (ACP)— “To¬ 
day  It  Is  possible  to  pack  a  library  of 
5,000  booksinto  a ‘brief  case,”  states 
Lyle  Morey,  Head  cataloger  for  Mary 
Reed  library  at  the  University  of 
Denver. 

Through  ,  the  miracle  of  microfilm, 
the  arriazirig  process  of  photograph¬ 
ing  important  books,  documents 
newspapfeis,  or  business  records  on 
35  or  16  mm  film,  this  fantastic  feat 
is  accoriiplished.  Mary  Reed  library 
has  approximately  200  complete 
volumes  for  use  in  this  manner',  and 
expects  to  obtain  more  film  now  that 
the  war  is  .over,  according  to  Mr. 
Morey. 

All  any  D.  U.  student  must  do  is 
obtain  peimission  from  the  librarian, 
Mr.  Joseph  Hare',  and  lie  'will  be  able 
to  get  access  to  the  microfilm  strip 
needed  arid  the  portable  microfilm 
reader,  which  is  valued  at  $65.  This 
portable  reader  relays  the  film  image 
by  way  of  a  mirror  to  a  glass  screen 
in  the  projector,  magnifying  each 
page  to  larger  than  normal  reading 
size. 

The  real  purpose  of  microfilm 
books  in  Mafy  Reed  library  is  to 
make  books  available  to  students 
doing  intensive  research  in  subjects 
that  require  books  that  are  not  "on 
library  loan,  or  can  not  be  obtained 
through  the  various  reserve  rooms. 
Mr.  Morey  emphasizes  that  it  is  not 
a  novelty,  but  a  pratioal  means  of 
obtaining  information.

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DETROFT,  (MICH.— (AGP)— Chi 
Sigma  Phi,  Engineering  social  fra¬ 
ternity  at  the  University  of  Detroit, 
has  worked  out  a  new  and  signif¬ 
icant  method  of  inducting  mem¬ 
bers.

The  fraternity’s  executive  board 
selects  qualified  students  from  the 
applicants.  They  are  then  Invited 
to  trip  prospect  party  where  they 
will  be  interviewed. 

.'From  these  candidates  pledges

irieeting.  Essential  difference  of 
the  new  system  for  selecting 
pledges  is  the  application  of  the 
student  to  the  fraternity  for  mem¬ 
bership.

Basketball  Coach 
Returns  to  College 

Wilbur  Stalcup  Says  That 
It  Is  Good  to  Be  Home 
Once  More. 


Basketball  Coach  Wilbur  Stalcup 
Is  back  at  his  old  Job  at  the  Col¬ 
lege  after  almost  three  years  ser¬ 
vice  as  a  physical  education  officer 
in  the  Navy,  nine  months  of  which 
were  spent  on  the  aircraft  carrier, 
S.  S.  Gilbert  Islands,  in  the  Pacific 
theater  of  operations. 

iCoach  Stalcup  is  now  on  terminal 
leave  and  will  probably  not  be  of¬ 
ficially  out  until  the  early  part  of 
February,  but  he  took  up  his  duties 
as  basketball  coach  and  director  of 
men’s  personnel  on  December  18. 

Although  his  ship  spent  about 
thirty  .days  off  the  coast  of  Japan, 
Mr.  Stalcup  never  got  to  set  foot 
on  the  land  of  the  rising  sun.  In¬ 
stead  the  “Gilbert  Islands"  was 
sent  to  Okinawa  and  later  to  Tai¬ 
wan  to  cover  landing  of  occupation 
forces  there. 

Other  well  known  spots  in  the 
Pacific  war  area,  at  which  Mr.  Stal¬ 
cup  spent  some  time  were  Pearl 
Harbor,  Leyte,  and  Borneo  during 
the  invasion  of  Balik  Papan. 

Asked  how  it  felt  to  be  back  in 
Maryville,  Mr.  Stalcup  replied  that 
it  was  great,  after  being  away  so 
long.  During  his  stay  in  the  ser¬ 
vice,  leaves  were  few  and  far  be¬ 
tween,  said  Mr.  Stalcup,  and  when 
a  chance  for  a  leave  did  come  up 
he  was  usually  too  far  from  home 
to  make  the  long  trip  and  'have 
much  time  left  to  visit.

Harold  Hutcheson,  Bearcat  cage 
star  in  pre-war  days,  led  scoring  for 
both  teams  as  he  pushed  five  field 
goals  through  the  net.  He  was 
closely  trailed  by  Wilson  and  Vin¬ 
cent  Meyer  with  nine  points  apiece 
The  Bearcats  came  out  fighting  in 
the  last  half  after  the  Flyers  pecked 
away  at  a  twelve  point  deficit  to 
trail  17-20  at  the  intermission. 

Opening  the  sepond  half,  Fort 
Leavenworth  scored  a  bucket  to 
make  the  Maryville  margin  a  scant 
20-19.  From  that  point  on  the 
Bearcats  had  it  all  their  way  as 
they  allowed  the  Flyers  no  more 
field  goals  until  the  half  was  twelve 
minutes  old. 

Perhaps  the  deciding  factor  in  the 
game  was  the  ability  of  Coach  Wil¬ 
bur  Stalcup's  boys  to  swish  a  fielder 
now  and  then  to  stave  off  enemy 
threats.  Paul  “Georgia”  Wilson 
came  in  handy  with  four  one  hand¬ 
ed  shots  from  outcourt  and  late  in 
the  last  half  Vincent  Meyer  broke 
through  for  several  close-in  shots. 

As  a  whole  the  Bearcats  did  not 
have  the  polish  of  the  pre-war 
teams,  but  it  is  doubtful  that  the 
fans  expected  such  a  brand  of  play 
with  many  of  the  Maryville  players 
just  back  from  several  years  of  ser¬ 
vice  where  the  physical  education 
classes  stress  anything  but  finesse.

tunately  'two  recent  pubileations 
help  us  with  this  problem:  “Educa¬ 
tion  for  ALL  American  Youth”  and 
"Rural  Education  and  Rural  Life 
in  Missouri,” 

Youth  in  a  district  such  as  ours 
face  problems  not  unlike  those  fac¬ 
ed  by  youth  elsewhere  in  rural 
America.  These  young  people  crave 
help  in  making  decisions,  about  the 
work  they  shall  do,  the  college  they 
should  attend,  the  employment 
they  can  expect,  and  those  person¬ 
al  ( problem^  known  as  boy-meets-  ^  come 
girl,  which  result  in  the  founda¬ 
tion  of  future  homes.  “These  young 
people  need  safe  and  sane  counsel 
about  all  their  problems.  They  will 
turn  to  older  persons  for  help  when 
they  realize  that  such  persons  un¬ 
derstand  young  people ‘and  have  a 
sympathetic  approach  to  their  prob¬ 
lems.  We  must  not  overlook  the 
fact  that  ’this  older  person  to  whom 
youth  will  turn  is  now  in  college 
preparing  ito  become  a  teacher.  We 
must  help  youth  in  the  future  by 
developing  in  the  students  now  in 
college  'the  abilities  necessary  for 
superior  counsellors.  Those  of  you 
who  Rre  in  college  have  a  respon¬ 
sibility  to  acquire  the  knowledge 
and  understanding  that  will  in  Its 
turn  serve  the  youth  who  will  turn 
to  you. 

When  rural  youth  pass  through 
the  secondary  school  and  take 
their  place  in  the  life  of  the  com¬ 
munity  they  very  soon  take  on  re¬ 
sponsibilities  as  citizens.  Shortly 
after ‘finishing  high  school  they  are 
legally  old  enough  to  vote,  they  Join 
other  adults  in  community  activi¬ 
ties,  they  form  families,  they  come 
in  contact  with  laws  and  regula¬ 
tions  of  conduct  for  the  welfare  of 
all.  Rural  youth  emerge  into  rural 
citizens.  The  welfare  of  rural  life 
is  closely  related  'to  good  govern¬ 
ment.  The  good  citizen  is  well  In¬ 
formed  on  current  problems  and  he 
acts  upon  the  knowledge  he  ac¬ 
quires  for  the  welfare  of  himself, 
his  family,  and  his  fellows.  He 
knows  that  in  our  form  of  govern 
ment  it  is  possible  for  the  will  of 
the  people  to  be  reflected  in  good 
government  if  well  informed  people 
will  work  together.  Therefore,  in 
the  secondary  school  citizenship  ed¬ 
ucation  must  be  more  than  class¬ 
room  discussion.  Every  activity  of 
the  school  must  toe  a  carefully 
planned  part  of  citizenship  educa 
tion.  The  'teachers  must  be  lead¬ 
ers  in  this  type  of  educative  “pro¬ 
cess  and  'to  have  such  leaders  it  is 
our  responsibility  to  see  to  it  that 
in  the  education  of  the  ,  teacher 
there  is  exemplified  the  practice  of 
good  citizenship.  We  must  have 
here  on  our  campus  an  environ¬ 
ment  that  prepares  our  students  to 
become  leaders  of  youth  in  their 
advancement  to  good  citizenship. 

We  shall  welcome,  therefore,  every 
opportunity  for  both  our  faculty 
and)  student  body  to  cooperate  In 
worthwhile  activities  and  to  join 
with  organizations  in  this  area  tha- 
are  concerned  with  the  welfare  of 
our  people.  When  our  adult  organ¬ 
izations  and  forms  of  government 
join  with  us  in  making  it  possible 
for  our  students  to  obtain  such 
practical  experience  we  shall  have 
a  working  laboratory  for  good  cit¬ 
izenship  that  will  be  reflected  in 
the  future  life  of  our  district. 

When  I  mentioned  that  rural 
youth  wanted  counsel  about  em¬ 
ployment  and  the  requirements  of 
■such  employment,  I  had  in  mind 
the  seriousness  of  helping  youth 
to  prepare  to  earn  a  living.  Rural 
youth  want  triore  than  bare  subsist¬ 
ence.  They  want  for  themselves 
and  their  families  the  right  to  hap¬ 
piness  and  the  enjoyment  of  the 
finer  things  of  life  which  can  come 
in  an  economy  of  abundance. 

Studies  made  of  rural  youth  indi¬ 
cate  that  they  fall  into  three  occu¬ 
pational  groups:  those  who  expect 
to  remain  in  the  district  and  here 
establish  their  homes,  earn  their 
living,  and  become  a  part  ofl  the 
life  of  their  communities.  These 
youth  require  educational  oppor¬ 
tunities  which  in  many  Instances 
they  do  not  now  have.  But  in  the 
rural  secondary  school  of  the  im¬ 
mediate  future  opportunities  to  help 
these  people  will  no  doubt  be  pro¬ 
vided.  An  understanding  of  the 
occupations  of.  this  group  helps  in 
solving  their  particular  problems. 


to  be  concerned  with  the  education 
of  our  students  and  thus  to  help  the 
on-coming  youth  in  this  group  face 
their  particular  problems,  A  re 
ailzation  of  this  problem  should  be 
the  beginning  of  curricular  revi¬ 
sion  which  will  be  helpful  to  this 
group  who  will  go  through  the  high 
school  and  stay  in  the  rural  areas 
as  citizens. 

The  second  occupational  group  is 
made  up  of  youth  who  leave  the 
rural  area  and  become  citizens  in 
urban  communities.  In  many  re 
spects  their  eduoatlonal  needs  for 
occupational  success  are  not  unlike 
the  first  group.  They. need  to  be- 
informed  about  urban  jobs 


The  boys  of  this  group  will  become 
farm  owners,  tenants,  farm  labor¬ 
ers,  small  business  men  In  rural 
areas,  husbands,  fathers,  citizens  of 
our  district.  A  few  of  the  girls  will 
find  employment  in  rural  stores, 
offices,  homes,  but  most  of  them 
will  become  homemakers.  The  ed¬ 
ucational  opportunities  to  become 
successful  in  these  occupations  must 
be  provided  by  the  local  secondary 
schools.  Such  rural  higfy  ,/chools 
must  have  teachers  wjjp  under - 
stand  these  problems  and  are  com¬ 
petent  to  help  youth  meet  them 


and  understand  the  qualifications 
for  such  jobs,  together  with  their 
advnatages  and  disadvantages.  But 
they  will  need  much  the  same  type 
of  fundamental  preparation  for  p 
job  as  do  their  fellows  who  remain 
in  the  rural  area.  They  must  learn 
other  factors  than  specific  voca¬ 
tional  skills,  industrious  habits  of 
work,  cooperation,  reliability,  re¬ 
sourcefulness,  integrity.  The  youth 
in  these  two  groups  need  work  ex¬ 
perience.  It  is  not  essential  that 
those  who  are  later  on  to  go  to  the 
city  have  work  experience  in  urban 
jobs.  It.  is  enough  that  they  have 
work  experience  on  the  same  type 
of  jobs  as  for  those  youth  who  will 
remain  in  rural  areas.  But  it  is 
essential  that  such  work  experience 
be  a  matter  of  learning  to  apply 
oneself  continuously  and  industri¬ 
ously  to  a  job,  learning  to  work 
under  supervision,  learning  to  meet 
high  standards  of  performance, 
learning  to  produce  useful  goods 
and'  services,  Here  again  the  col¬ 
lege  that  is  educating  teachers  to 
.serve  ALL  youth  in  our  district  must 
carefully  evaluate  the  curricular  of¬ 
ferings  and  make  such  necessary 
revisions  both  in  instructional  and 
work  experiences  as  will  educate  col¬ 
lege  students  to  become  teachers  in 
schools  that  serve  ALL  youth. 

The  third  occupational  group  in¬ 
cludes  those  who  plan  to  attend 
colleges  and  professional  schools. 
In  too  many  oases  these  youth  de¬ 
part  from  the  rural  area  never  to 
return.  One  of  the  reasons  for  this 
failure  to  return  is  the  lack  of  un¬ 
derstanding  upon  the  part  of  youth 
concerning  tile  needs  of  rural  com¬ 
munities  and1  tlie  opportunities  for 
service  whioh  should  be  theirs  as  a 
result  of  a  college  education  and 
professional  preparation.  Another 
reason  for  this  migration  is  the 
failure  of  the  college  to  provide  the 
understanding  of  the  opportunities 
for  service  in  the  professions  in 
rural  areas.  If  college  students  and 
college  faculty  would  recognize  the 
opportunity  to  thus  aid  rural  com¬ 
munities,  I  am  certain  they  would 
find  ways  and  means  of  improving 
the  situation  which  we  all  know 
exists. 

In  the  education  of  teachers  to 
help  serve  all  rural  youth  I  have 
indicated  three  problems:  the  need 
for  competent  counsellors,  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  civic  competence,  and 
the  preparation-  of  an  occupation. 
Thera  is  one  other  problem  of  youth 
for  which  high  school  teachers  must 
have  adequate  preparation,  that  of 
the  personal  development  of  the 
high  school  pupil  in  six  areas  of 
growth:  health  of  body  and  mind, 
family  life,  recreational  and  leisure- 
time  interests  and  activities,  under¬ 
standing  and  appreciation  of  the 
cultural  heritage,  intellectual 
achievement,  and  character,  con 
ceived  as  conduct  in  relation  to 
other  persons,  motivated1  by  ethical 
ideals  and  principles. 

It  is  my  thesis  that  it  is  the 
unique  function  of  this  college  to 
educate  teachers  and  other  citizens 
so  that  when  they  take  their  places 
in  this  district  they  shall  work  for 
the  best  solution  of  the  problems 
of  youth  which  I  have  indicated 
In  this  matter  of  personal  develop¬ 
ment  I  shall  take  time  to  mention 
briefly  only  two  of  the  six  areas  of 
growth.  The  development  of  recre¬ 
ational  and  leisure-time  activities 
should  become  a  part  of  the  educa¬ 
tion  of  every  youth  and  therefore 
of  every  student  in  this  college 
Every  college  student  should  be 
“encouraged  to  develop  three  types 
of  avocational  interest:  some  sport 
or  activity  Involving  exercise  and 
coordination  of,  large  muscles;  some 
ability  which  can  be  employed  and 
enjoyed  in  larger  groups,  such  as 
choral  singing,  orchestral  playing, 
dramatics,  and  folk  dancing;  and 
some  hobby  which  can  be  pursued 
alone  or  within  the  family."  I  ask 
the  students  and  faculty  of  this 
college  to  join  with  me  in  bringing 
into  existence  on  this  campus  the 
fullest  realization  possible  of  this 
area  of  growth.  I  am  eager  for 
equal  development  in  the  other 
areas.  I  wish  to  emphasize  here 
one  other.  Surely  u  college  can  be 
interested  in  the  lives  of  its  stu¬ 
dents,  in  their  personal  problems 
and  development,  in  their  emerging 
responsibilities  as  citizens,  in  their 
occupational  experiences  and  still 


achievement.  There  are  a  few 
phases  that  indicate  how  me  may 
encourage  intellectual  achievement; 
learning  related  to  purpose;  student 
wants  to  do  something,  self-di¬ 
rection  'in  learning,  becoming  ac¬ 
customed  to  learn  about  things  in 
their  .relationship  with  one  another, 
lenrning  that  stands  up  to  practi¬ 
cal  testing,  teachers  foster  intellec¬ 
tual  curiosity,  maintenance  of  schol¬ 
astic  standards.  These  are  but  sign 
posts  that  point  the  way.  I  crave 
for  this  student  body  sound  scholar¬ 
ship  that  will  meet  whatever  tests 
are  set.  I  crave  for  this1  college  an 
intelligent  adjustment  between  the 
several  activities  that  enter  into 
the  well  rounded  life  'of  a  college 
student.  I  urge  that  we  all  play 
hard  when  it  is  time  to  play,  work 
faithfully  and  industriously  at  prac¬ 
tical  work,  and  maintain  high  stan¬ 
dards  of  academic  achievement. 

"Education  for  ALL  American 
Youth”  published  by  the  Educa¬ 
tional  Policies  Commission  states: 
“Schools  should  be  dedicated  to  the 
proposition  that  every  youth  in 
these  United1  States  should  experi¬ 
ence  a  broad  and  balanced  educa¬ 
tion  which  will  (1)  equip  him  to 
enter  an  occupation  suited  to  his 
abilities  and  offering  reasonable  op¬ 
portunity  for  personal  growth  and 
social  usefulness;  (2)  prepare  him 
to  assume  full  responsibilities  of 
American  citizenship;  (3)  give  him 
a  fair  chance  to  exercise  his  right 
to  pursuit  of  happiness;  (4)  stim¬ 
ulate  intellectual  curiosity,  engen¬ 
der  satisfaction  in  Intellectual 
achievement,  and  cultivate  the  abil¬ 
ity  to  think  rationally;  and  (5)  help 
him  to  develop  appreciation  of  the 
ethical  values  which  should  under¬ 
gird  all  life  in  a  democratic  society. 
It  is  the  duty  of  a  democratic  soci¬ 
ety  to  provide  opportunities  for 
such  education  through  its  schools. 
It  is  the  obligation  of  every  youth, 
as  a  citizen,  to  make  (full  use  of 
these  opportunities.  It  is  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  of  parents  to  give  en¬ 
couragement  and  support  to  both 
youth  an'd  schools.”  In  such  schools 
“Youth  are  prepared  to  earn  their 
living  at  useful  occupations  and  are 
launched  upon  self-supporting  ca¬ 
reers,  to  preserve  their  right  to  life. 
Youth  are  equipped  to  assume  the 
responsibilities  of  citizens  of  a  dem¬ 
ocratic  commonwealth,  to  safeguard 
their  right  to  liberty.  Youth  are 
helped  to  achieve  well  rounded  per¬ 
sonal  development,  to  assure  to  all 
the  right  to  the  pursuit  of  happi¬ 
ness.” 

The  function  of  this  college  is  to 
create  upon  this  campus  an  en¬ 
vironment  in  which  the  rural  youth 
who  come  to  us  as  college  students 
will  find  here  exemplified  in  the 
classroom,  in  the  laboratory  school, 
in  the  shops,  in  the  social  life,  in 
the  opportunities  for  work  experi¬ 
ences,  in  contacts  with  communtiy 
affairs,  in  recreational  activities,  in 
choral,  orchestral,  dramatic  activi¬ 
ties,  those  conditions  which  when 
they  have  experienced  them  through 
four  years  they  will  emerge  as  ed¬ 
ucated  citizens  and  capable  teach¬ 
ers  who  will  find  the  greatest  ser¬ 
vice  in  helping  build  and  maintain 
the  peace  that  is  now  ours. 

Within  the  limits  of  our  ability 
to  serve  the  youth  of  this  district 
we  shall  maintain  on  this  campus 
a  college  that  will  endeavor  to  pre¬ 


pare  them  to  help  build  a  better 
Northwest  Missouri.  Can  we  do 
it?  Can  we  afford  It?  Let  me  re¬ 
mind'  you  df  what  we  did  for  the 
service  personnel  in  order  that  they 
might  win  this  peace.  In  order  to 
destroy  the  enemy  we  educated  each 
man  and  woman  'for  a  specific  task 
useful  to  him  and  necessary  to  the 
welfare  of  the  nation;  we  watched 
over  his  health;  we  protected  his 
diet  and  his  living;  We  provided 
recreational  facilities,  for  his  leis¬ 
ure  hours;  and  his  morale  was  our 
constant  concern. 

What  this  country  did  in  time 
of  war  can  too  done  in, time  of  peace 
if  we  really  want  it.  This'  college 
will  strive  to'  educate  for  leader¬ 
ship  in  time  of  peace  In  order  to 
malnbain  the  peace  that  has  beeh 
won  toy  our  men  and  women.
